Peking, Nov. 17.—It is questionable 
If Premier Yuan Shi K ai’s new cabi­ 
net named in an imperial edict will 
stand. One of the members expressed 
amazement at his appointment. It is 
believed that few of the new minis­ 
ters have been consulted and It is ex­ 
pected that several will decline to 
serve. 
The cabinet comprises curious ap­ 
pointments. Liang Chi Chiao, appoint­ 
ed vice president of the board of jus­ 
tice, is the great Chinese reformer 
who was exiled by the late em press 
dowager at Yuan Shi Kai’s suggestion. 
Chang Chien, appointed president of 
the 
board of agriculture and 
com­ 
merce, is a member of the new gov­ 
ernm ent of Kiangsu. 
He signed, with 
Wu Ting Fang, the demand for the 
throne’s abdication, which the reform­ 
ers sought to have delivered to the 
prince regent through the American 
legation. 
Several other members of 
the new cabinet are known to be 
strong sympathizers with the revolu­ 
tionary movement. 
The organization of the cabinet was 
evidently en attem pt to include in its 
personnel 
representatives 
of 
all 
parties. 
The foreign diplomatic representa­ 
tives have under discussion the ap­ 
pointment of a committee to disburse 
the maritime customs, which are be­ 
ing reserved by the inspector general, 
Francis Arthur Aglen, for payment of 
loans and indemnities. 
Thie seems to 
be the beginning of foreign interfer­ 
ence in the financial affairs of China. 
Certain members of the national as­ 
sembly 
are advocating 
the discon­ 
tinuance of that body, because a large 
majority of the elected members have 
left the capital. 
Those who remain 
are chiefly throne appointees and the 
assembly is without a quorum.

ADMIRAL COMMITS SUICIDE 


John Y. Taylor W as Form erly Naval 
Medical Director. 
Washington, Nov. 17.— Rear Admiral 
John Yeatman Taylor, retired, former 
medical director of the United States 
navy 
and 
one of the most distin­ 
guished naval surgeons in the country, 
ended his life here by shooting himself 
in the head with a navy pistol. 
The 
officer waa alone in his study but the 
butler hearing the report found him 
unconscious. 
He died in half an hour. 
Admiral Taylor was eighty-two years 
old. 
His health had long been poor and 
the death in an automobile accident at 
Wilmington, Del., two years ago of his 
only son, Andrew Bryson Taylor, was 
a severe shock to the aged surgeon. 
He never left the house afterwards 
and despondency over this sorrow and 
the hopeless condition of his health is 
believed to have prompted him to take 
his life.

EARTHQUAKE^ IN 
GERMANY 


Buildings Crack at Frankfort and In­ 
mates Are Driven Out. 
Berlin, Nov. 17.—Sharp earth shocks 
occurred at Munich, Stromsburg, May- 
enee, Frankfort and Stuttgart. 
The shocks were felt severely at 
Stuttgart and Frankfort 
At Frank­ 
fort half clad people rushed Into the 
streets. 
Big cracks appeared In the 
walls of several buildings. 
At Constance, in the Grand Duchy 
of Baden, many buildings, including 
the postoffice, were seriously damaged. 
A railway viaduct near Lantlingen fell 
in. There was a panic in a theater at 
Heidelberg. 


FORMER MAYOR AMES DEAD 


Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 17.—That Presi­ 
dent Compere of the American Feder­ 
ation of I^abor is opposed to the fed­ 
eration's appropriating $50,000 for the 
McNamara defense was indicated at 
the convention. 
It is understood Mr. 
Gompers favors aiding the brothers 
charged with the Ixib Angeles Times 
disaster, but thinks money to be used 
to that end should be raised by pri­ 
vate subscription. 
Before the convention is over Mr. 
Gompers and four other labor leaders, 
who are heads of various crafts, may 
be asked to sever their connection 
with the National

federation, 
which, according to a resolution of­ 
fered by the United Mine Workers, "is 
largely conqiosed of and financed by 
employers of labor, many of whom are 
the most bitter enemies of organized 
labor.”

The resolution recites that the con­ 
flict between the employing and work­

classes Is constantly 
becoming 
more intense and that the former are 
"constantly becoming more brutal in 
their treatment of the workers, as Is 
evidenced by the desperate attem pts 
to throttle organized labor by use of 
the Injunction, the blacklist and the 
more recent method of kidnapping the 
officers of lalwrr organizations.”

Because tlie mosquito pest in New 
York and New Jersey has been a 
worse pest in 1911 than for several 
years residents of the two states are 
bestirring themselves to expand the 
war of extermination. 
It is admitted, 
despite disagreements as to details, 
that mosquitoes can be driven away. 
The problem, it appears, is wholly one 
of cash available. 
The federal gov­ 
ernment’s success in the Panama ca­ 
nal zone is cited as proof that the pest 
is conquerable. 
Owing to organised protests in New 
Jersey, there is n prospect that Gov­ 
ernor Woodrow Wilson will urge the 
legislature 
to 
a [ »prove 
state 
wide 
measures of relief, granting enough 
money for the work. 
In New York 
also the outlook for increased action 
is hopeful, because the health otticers 
interested Intend to recommend in­ 
crease of ammunition and more sys­ 
tematic methods. 
Mosquitoes came back last summer 
in full force. 
In spite of thousands of 
dollars spent by New Jersey in the 
last five years to wipe out tin* crea­ 
tures. residents of the state say that 
for years they have not suffered as 
they have in the months Just past. 
In Orange. N. J.. the New England 
society lias voiced the radical antl- 
mosquito sentiment by passing a set 
of resolutions urging Governor Wilson 
to send a special message to the legis 
lature demanding immediate action. 
The plan of the society includes the 
appointment of a commission with au­ 
thority and funds to start the work at 
once on a large scale. 
Jerseyites protest that the state, aft 
or proving carefully that mosquitoes 
could be exterminated, has done little 
townrd actually getting rid of them, 
judging from this year's crop. On the 
Contrary, the work in the Panama ca- 
nnl zone done by I)r. W. C. Gorgns 
was so successful in exterminating 
the mosquitoes, there a chief source 
of disease, that the annual death rate 
in u thousand among the employees for 
the mouth of August fell from slxty- 
two in 1900 to nine in 1911. 
The experts admit that the mosquito 
question In New Jersey and New York 
is not generally a matter of life and 
death, as it was in Panama, but the 
pest transmits malaria and other dls 
eases, damaging live stock, destroying 
land values and causing general dis­ 
comfort. The sufferers want to know 
| why New York and New Jersey can 
not get rid of their mosquitoes if Pana 
mu can. 
When asked the causes of this year's 
pest authorities disagree. Some blame 
rain; others hlume drought. 
There are scores of different varie­ 
ties of mosquitoes, according to tlie 
exi«»rts, but wheu it comes down to 
exterminating them they fail into two 
tribes, the salts and the freshes—those 
that breed in salt marshes and those 
that brood in stagnant pools of fresh , ..

Some blame 
rain; others blame drought 
There are scores of different varie­ 
ties of mosquitoes, according to the 
experts, but when it comes down to 
exterm inating them they fall into two 
tribes, the salts and the freshes—those 
thnt breed in salt marshes and those 
thnt breed in stagnant pools of fresh 
water, whether these pools are exca­ 
vations or roof gutters or tin caus. 
The salts are in the great majority, 
and at the same time they are the 
easiest to deal with. 
Salts migrate; freshes only spread. 
Salts propagate by

old English ‘‘sasse.’* 
In Queen Anne’s 
reign they were yet so com paratively 
uncomm on as to be mentioned as a 
special feature of houses th a t were 
advertised as "to let." 
In the Tatler. 
for instance. No 178. May 27-30. 1710. 
there Is this advertisem ent: 


"To be left. In Devonshire Square. 
near Blshopsgate, a very good Brick 
H ouse of 3 Rooms of a Floor, and a 
good Hall. with very good light and 
dark Closets, the whole House being 
well w ainscoted and sa sh ’d with 30 
Sash Lights, a very pleasant and con 
venlent Office below Stairs." etc.
